Recently 
an 
unusually 
large 
consignment 
of 
corn was shipped by the Kansas City line 
irom Kansas City to Chicago. 
Later on the 
shipper made out a claim for a rolmte of two 
cents per 100 pounds, and Carelessly presented 
it to the Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council 
Bluffs, supposing that us that line handled 
the business of tlib Chicago, Kansas City & 
£1. Paul out of Kansas City it was all right. 
The claim was taken without comment and 
turned over to the Burlington main office in 
Chicago as interesting reading. 
An -investi­ 
gation was started and it was discovered that 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City had se­ 
cured 1,300 caes of corn from Kansas City 
nnd St, Joseph to Chicago by cutting the rate 
two cents. 
Subsequent developments indi­ 
cate that the cut was made on from 2,000 to 
,000 cars of grain. 
It was further ascer­ 
tained that the Kansas City has been billing 
corn from Kansas City and St. Joseph to 
Duluth at the Chicago rate, and then changing 
the destination while the shipment was in 
transit from Duluth to Chicago. 


Y e s t e r d a y was the first day for the pay 
ment of taxes in New York,and over $5,000,. 
000 was received. 
This is the largest sum 
ever paid in a single day, and amounts to 
about $4 for every member of the population. 
The total levy for the Democratic city of 
New York is $31,145,432, or two and a half 
times the amount of the entire state tax which 
is the burden of Gov.

T o show the kind of purely agricultural 
taik in which the Governor indulged him self 
before the Delaware farm ers assembled at 
D elhi, we select the follow ing extract from 
his speech: 


The farm ers of this state are confronted with the 
startlin g Tact th at the state taxes for this y ear 
are to lie higher than for any period during the past 
fourteen y ears. 
While the average annual taxes 
im posed during the tim e have been between eight 
and nine millions, this y ea r tlie am ount exceeds 
tw elve and a half million dollars. The increase over 
last y ear is S3.479.24G. This unprecedented situation 
is difficult to explain, except upon the theory of 
reckless and extravagant appropriations on the pat t 
of the legislature 
There is no excuse for it. There 
has arisen no extraordinary em ergency to justify 
th is unusual increase. 
No calam ity has occurred, 
no pestilence or fam ine has visiied us, no conflagra 
tlon or other serious lo-s of state property has taken 
place, no defalcations have existed, no unusual ap­ 
propriation for a single great im provem ent has lieeu 
m ade. 
But with an im providence never before wit­ 
nessed, the flood-gates of extravagance were opened 
and divers appropriations for 
every 
conceiva­ 
ble 
purpose 
were 
voted 
w ith 
apparent 
reckless disregard of the interests of the public 
treasury , or of the condition of the people who pay 
taxes. 
Excessive appropriations for unnecessary 
norm al schools, for num erous uncalled for arm ories, 
for the enormous expenses of useless investigating 
com m ittees, for the digging out of obscure rivers, 
lakes and stream s of no public im portance w hat­ 
ever, for the erection of unnecessary public institu­ 
tions and buildings, for unauthorized and illegal 
claim s against the state, and hundreds of other ex­ 
penditures were incurred or authorized of little or no 
value to the state, aud m ainly far the furtherance, of 
priv ate ends and inter Sts, or to gratify particular 
localities of no benefit or advantage to the state a t 
large. The executive disapproval of nearly two m il­ 
lions of these appropriations will lighten the bur 
dens of taxation another y ear, but cannot relieve or 
affect taxation the present y ear, because the tax 
levy had been fixed before tne adjournm ent of the 
legislature, and it was practically impossible to 
ch an ge it. 
W e do not think the fa rmers o f Dela wa re 
a sked fo r this sort o f info rma tio n. 
There a re 
tho usa nds a mo ng them who kno w tha t it is 
no t a gricultura l truth, but a n unbroken tis 
sue o f fa lseho o ds a ud misrepresenta tio ns fro m 
beginning to end. 
Fa rmers a re fond o f pa ­ 
ra ding the ex ecutiv e o f the sta te a s a frea k, 
a cha nce to lo o k a t a nd listen to whom is ex ­ 
pected to swell the a dmissio n fees. 
Tha t 
such a n officia l is ca pa ble o f sta nding up be 
fo re a cro wd a nd emitting a striDg o f a lrea dy 
demo nstra ted a nd self ev ident fa lseho o ds ma y 
no t diminish his a ttra ctiv eness a s a frea k, but 
it lo wers the dignity o f the high office tha t he 
ho lds. 
A dozen ex cha nges which we ha v e 
picked up, some Republica n, so me Independ­ 
ent a nd a few Demo cra tic, ha v e rema rked 
tha t Go v . Hill on such o cca sio ns “ is not ex ­ 
pected to tell the truth." 
W e do ubt whether 
a ny ex ecutiv e of the sla te wa s ev er a ssa iled 
in this wa y before. 
It is a burning sha me to 
the Empire Sta te tha t these things ea n be 
sa id o f its highest o fficia l, a nd tha t bis o r­ 


gans do not seem to think them worthy of de­ 
nial. 
The Governor has been challenged over and 
over to susiaiu his charges of extravagance by 
pointing out some items in the appropriation 
bills that are actually extravagant. 
The 
above is his attempt to meet the challenge. 
He has given us the most complete bill of 
particulars that he can prepare. 
There is not 
much of it after all. 
It is little more or less 
than a mass of “ glittering generalities.” 
The appropriations this y ear were not 
$ 3,469,246 greater 
than 
last 
y ear, but 
$ 2,030,284. 
The surplus of $ 1,700,000 left 
over in the Treasury made lip the difference. 
The Governor say s there was no “ extraordi­ 
nary emergency ’’ to justify the excess. 
This 
is not true. 
The centennial celebration was 
in “ em ergency ” that railed for $ 30(1,000. 
The $ 300,000 appropriation for an armory in 
Brookly n, which the Governor approved tin­ 
ier orders from Boss M cLauphliu, while ve­ 
toing small appropriations for armories in 
Republican counties, m ust have presented 
iself to him as 
a 
sort 
of 
Democratic 
■ em ergency ,” else he 
would 
not have 
■uined 
his 
reputation 
for 
consistency 
on the armory question by signing the bill. 
The same may be said of the bill for a N or­ 
m al School ¡it M attshurg, which he signed 
under orders from Sm ith M. Weed. 
11 this 
Normal School, in a remote and thiuly 
settled section of the state, was a useful and 
necessary work, then the appropriations for 
five other schools, notably those .at Flushing, 
Saratoga and Whitestioro, were not extrav­ 
agances. 
These item s—centennial celebra­ 
tions, armories and N orm al schools—cover 
considerably more than half the difference 
1h tween this and last y ear’s appropriations. 
Then there was $ 372,000 for work on the 
Capitol which the Governor vetoed out of 
pure spite, say ing in his message thut the 
sum was not large enough. 
The Normal 
schools were voted for by Democrats and Re. 
publicans alike, the arm ories were called for 
by the Democratic A djutant General of the 
National Guard, and the Capitol appropria­ 
tion was asked for by the Democratic Capi­ 
tol Commission. 
The arm ories and normal 
schools will he built, and the work upon the 
Capitol must be continued until completion. 
In vetoing these the Governor has saved the 
tax pay ers nothing. 
Among the G overnor’s other specifications 
are “ useless investigating committees.” 
The 
Governor has reason for holding invcstigatin 
committees in abhorrence since they 
are 
responsible for the uncovering of his rela 
tions w ith the late aqueduct commission and 
for that letter from M ay or Hewitt which 
caused him to get down upon his knees and 
beg for its suppression. 
As for the sums ap 
propriatcd for im proving navigable waters 
the public who use the waters can judge 
whether it is extravagance to keep them 
open. 
All of these appropriations put to 
getlier are less than the sum expended upon 
the executive mansion in order to give Mr 
Hill a finer and more luxurious home than 
Cleveland. Cornell. Robinson or any of his 
predecessors deemed necessary —less than the 
sum of the Assembly ceiling steal with 
which the Democratic state ticket is tain ter 
from top to bottom. 
Am ong “ unnecessary 
public institutions” are classed a woman 
reform atory in New York, which was caller 
for by every reputable person in that cily 
without distinction of party , and additions to 
reform atory and benevolent state institutions 
already in existence in Rochester and Iluffa 
lo. 
Then there was a compulsory education 
bill which required an appropriation of $ 100, 
000 to set it in operation. 
And lastly there 
was the Yedder liquor 
tax bill, which 
called 
for 
an appropriation of $ 10,000. 
and would, if the G overnor had allowed it 
to become a law, have put $ 3,000,000 in the 
state and county treasuries collected wholly 
from the liquor trade. 
The Governor vetoed 
the bill and struck out the $ 10,000 from the 
appropriations. T hus $ 10,060 was saved and 
the $ 3,000,000 lost. 
He saved at the spigot 
and wasted at the bung. 
in the last sentence in the extract quoted 
the Governor reaches the climax of falsehood 
He say s “ the tax levy had been fixed before 
the adjournm ent of the Legislature and it 
was practically impossible to change it.’ 
The tax levy was fixed after all the appro 
priations had been voted, and while the 
Governor had them before him. 
He could 
have vetoed the items in the appropriation 
bill before he signed the tax levy , aud this 
would have enabled the Legislature to so re 
duce the tax-rate as to avoid the collection of 
a surplus. 
If there had not been time to do 
this before adjournm ent he could have called 
the Legislature into extra session with practi 
cally no expense to the state, as the members 
were all 
present, and their pay is fixed 
by 
the 
y ear. 
Can 
it 
be 
possible 
that 
the 
Governor 
imagined 
thc- 
farm ers of Delaware to be fools when he 
delivered to them such a transparent false 
hood as this ? 
And is he to be believed who 
he asserts that the surplus created by his ve 
toes will lighten taxation another y ear 
These Delaware farm ers have heard of the 
steal for the furnishing of the executive man 
sion and the unlawful overpay m ent upon the 
Assembly ceiling contract by a Democratic 
Comptroller. 
These incidents prove to them 
that the state offices at Albany are infested 
with a gang of thieves, and that not a dollar 
of surplus is safe from their greed. 
T hat 
surplus of $ 1,800,000 created by the Gover­ 
nor’s vetoes should suffice to convince every 
tax pay er of the duty of defeating the Demo, 
cralic state ticket and turning out the thiev­ 
ing gang. 
Mr. Hill is to remain two y ears 
more, but the election of the Republicans on 
the present state ticket will reduce him to a 
state of innocuous desnetude.

TERMS OF THE NEW S ENATORS . 


THE BUS INES S BOOM. 


D uring the past week five cotton mills in 
the New England states that had been par­ 
tially shut down during the summer mouths 
started on full time, w ith every prospect of 
good business ahead. 
Instances throughout 
the country of new companies form ing to 
erect new mills are not infrequent, and dur­ 
ing the past week seven cotton corporations 
commenced work in enlarging their capaci­ 
ties. 
This is also the* case with nearly every 
cotton company in the South, and if the 
am ount of cotton m achinery 
now being 
shipped South is an indication of the extent 
of the additions, they certainly are large. 
Among woolen mills a somewhat different 
state of affairs exists, though many large cor­ 
porations are running briskly , and in several 
instances woolen mills running on certain 
lines of goods are being enlarged. 
The knit­ 
ting nnd hosiery mills are doing well, and are 
reported as especially busy throughout New 
Y ork and Pennsy lvania. 
The shoe factories 
are doing well, many of them now having or­ 
ders booked for their full capacity through­ 
out the season. 
T here are at preseDt 1,042 
paper mills iu operation against 1.011 last 
y ear, and about forty new manufactories are 
no w being built. 
T he glass industry is also 
lo o king up, 
ma nufa cturers ha v ing lately 


It is a mistaken notion that the new Sena­ 
tors are to hold their offices for six y ears 
each. 
The constitution provides that onc- 
third of the Senators shall be chosen every 
second y ear. 
Of the present Senate of 76 
members, the terms of 25 expire in 1891, the

m ilted from the new states must be divided 
nto three classes as the constitution requires. 
Three will !>e selected to serve for two y ears, 
three for four and two for six y ears.

will then be an exactly even division, or 28 
each class. 
This duty of classification 
will be performed in the Senate. The largest 
talc. South Dakota, will doubtless be given 
the longest terms, four and six y ears. 
A n­ 
other state, probably North Dakota, will 
accorded terms of two and six y ears, 
while W ashington aud Montana 
will re­ 
ceive terms of two and four y ears each. This 
maxes the prizes which the Democrats claim 
to have won in Montana, and for which they 
arrificed so much, dwindle into insignifi­ 
cance, as no possible circum stances can arise 
to change the party m ajority in the Senate in 
the next six y ears.

Gov. Hill addressed th.- farm ers in Delaware 
county yesterday on purely agricultural m atters 
The Governor never runs politics into hut county 
fair speeches. - Alban)) Tm h *. Oct. S. 


To show the kind of purely agricultural 
talk in which the Governor indulged h im se lf 
before the Delaware farmers asse milled at 
Delhi, we select the following extract from 
his speech: 


Th.- farm ers of this state are confronted with the 
startling tact that th* stat* taxes for this year 
are to tie higher than for any period during the past 
fourteen years. 
While the average annual taxes 
flu is vied during the tim e have been between eight 
anil nine millions, this year tbs am ount exoeisls 
twelve and a half mitUon dollars. 'I he increase over 
last rear is $3,479,246 
This unprecedented situation 
is difficult to explain, except upon the theory of 
rcckb-*sam l extravagant s y y n ffM io M W the pail 
of the legislature 
There Is no excuse for it. Tbert­ 
has arisen no extraordinary em ergency to justify 
this unusual increase. 
No calam ity ha* OC- u rn si, 
no pestilence or fam ine bas visaed us, no couflagru. 
Hon or other serious b e s of stat* property has taken 
place, no defalcations have existed, no unusual ap­ 
propriation for a single gn-at im provement has lieeu 
made. 
But with an im providence never betorn wit 
ness**], th--flood-gates of extravagance were opened, 
and divers appropriations for 
every 
eonceiva- 
bie 
purpoa* 
were 
voted 
with 
apparent 
reckless di-regard of the inten-sts of the public 
treasury, or of th*' condition of the iieople who pay 
taxes. 
Excessive appropriations for unnecessary 
who pay 


normal schools, for num erous uncalled for arm ories, 
for the enormous expenses of useless investigating 
com m ittees, for the digging out cf obscura rivers, 
lakes and stream s of no public Im portance w hat­ 
ever, for the erection a t unnecessary public institu­ 
tions and buildings, for unauthorized and illegal 
claim s against the stat*, and hundreds of other ex­ 
penditures were incurred or authorized of little or no 
value to th* state, aud mainly f ir the furtherance of 
C 
l vale ends and inter sis, or to gratify particular 
jail ti*** of no henrfft or advantage to tm- stat* at 
large. The executive disapproval of nearly two mil 
lions of then* appropriations will lighten the bur 
dens of taxation another year, but cannot relieve or 
affect taxation the present year, because the tax 
levy had been fixed before the adjournm ent of the 
legislature, and it was practically impossible to 
change it. 
W e do not think the farm ers of Delaware 
asked for thin sort of information. 
There are 
thousands am ong them who know that it is 
not agricultural truth, but an unbroken tis­ 
sue of falsehoods aud misrepresentations from 
beginning to end. 
Farm ers are fond of pa 
radio# the executive of the state as a freak, 
a chance to look at and listen to whom is ex­ 
pected to swell the admission fees. 
That 
such an official is capable of standing up be 
fore a crowd and em itting a stiing of already 
dem onstrated and self evident falsehoods may 
not dimioUh bis attractiveness as a freak, but 
it lowers the dignity of the high office that be 
holds. 
A dozen exchanges which we have 
picked up, tom e Republican, some Independ­ 
ent and a few Democratic, have rem arked 
that Gov, Hill on such occasions “ is not ex­ 
pected to tell the tru th ."

The $:5<X).«X»tl appropriation for an armory in 
Brooklyn, which the Governor approved un­ 
der orders from Boss McLaughlin, while vc 
toing small appropriations for armories in 
Republican counties. must have presented

Normal School, in a remote and thinly 
settled section of Hic state, was a useful and 
necessary work, then the appropriations for 
five other schools, notably those at Flushing, 
Saratoga and Whitesboro, were not extrav­ 
agances. 
These items—centennial celebra­ 
tions, armories and Normal schools--cover 
considerably more titan half tile difference 
Im tween this and last year's appropriations. 
Then there was $372,000 for work on the 
Capital which the Governor vetoed out of 
pure spite, saying in iii* message that the 
sum was not large enough. 
The Normal 
school* were voted fur by Democrats and Re. 
publican* alike, the armories were ( ailed for 
by the Democratic Adjutant General of th 
National Guard, and the Capitol appmpria 
thin was asked for by the Democratic Cap! 
tol Commission. 
The armories and normal 
schools will tic built, and the work upon the 
Capitol must Ic continued until completion 
In vetoing these the Governor lias saved the 
tax payers nothing.

TERMS OF THE NEW SENA TORS. 


It is a mistaken notion that the new Sena­ 
tors are to hold their offices for six years 
each. 
The constitution provides that onc- 
tliird of the Senators shall be chosen every 
second year. 
Of the present Senate of TO 
members, the terms of 25 expire in 1891, the 
terms of 25 in 1893, and 'he terms of 26 in 
1895. 
Therefore the eight Senators to Ik* ad 
milted from the new stales mu*t lie divided 
into three classes as the constitution requires. 
Three w ill be selected to serve for two years, 
three for four and two for six years. 
There 
will then in* an exactly even division, or 28 
in each class, 
Tills duty of classification 
will lie performed in the Semite. Tile largest 
stale. South Dakota, will doubtless lie given 
the longest terms, four and six years. 
An­ 
other state, probably North Dakota, will 
tx* accorded terms of two and six years, 
while Washington and Montana 
will re­ 
ceive terms of two and four years each. This 
maxes the prizes which the Democrats claim 
to have won in Montana, and for which they 
sacrificed so much, dwindle into insignifi­ 
cance, as no possible circumstances can arise 
to (bange the party majority in the Senate in 
the next six years.

PURELY AGRICULTURAL TALK. 


Gov. Hill addressed the farm ers in Delaware 
county yesterday on purely agricultural m atters 
The G overnor never runs politics into his county 
fair speech es.-A lb a n y Tim es, Oct. 5. 
To show the kind of purely agricultural 
talk in which the Governor indulged himself 
before the Delaware farmers assembled at 
Delhi, we select the following extract from 
his speech: 


The farm ers of this state are confronted with the 
startling fact that the state taxes for this year 
are to be higher than for nuy period during the past 
fourteen years. 
W hile the average annual taxes 
im posed during the tim e have been between eight 
and nine m illions, this year the am ount exceed s 
tw elve and a half m illion dollars. The increase over 
last year is $3,-179,946. 
This unprecedented situation 
is difficult to explain, excep t upon the theory of 
reck less and extravagant appropriations on the part 
o f the legislature 
There is no excuse for it. 
There 
has arisen no extraordinary em ergency to ju stify 
th is unusual increase. 
No calam ity has occurred, 
no pestilence or fam ine has visiied us, no conflagra­ 
tion or other serious lo -s of state property has taken 
place, no defalcations have existed, no unusual ap­ 
propriation for a single great im provem ent has lieen 
m ade. 
But with an im providence never before w it­ 
nessed, the flood-gates of extravagance were opened, 
and divers appropriations for 
every 
conceiva­ 
ble 
purpose 
w ere 
voted 
with 
apparent 
reckless disregard of the interests of the public 
treasury, or of the condition of the people who pay 
taxes. 
E xcessive appropriations for unnecessary 
norm al schools, for num erous uncalled forarm ories, 
for the enorm ous expenses of useless iu vestigating 
com m ittees, for the digging out of obscure rivers, 
lakes and stream s of no public im portance what­ 
ever, for the erection o f unnecessary public institu­ 
tions and buildings, for unauthorized and illegal 
claim s against the state, and hundreds of other e x ­ 
penditures wore incurred or authorized of little or no 
value to the state, aud m ainly far the furtherance, of 
Í 
irivate ends and inter sts, or to gratify particular 
o calities of no benefit or advantage to the sta te at 
large. 
The execu tive disapproval of nearly tw o m il­ 
lions o f these appropriations will lighten the bur­ 
dens o f taxation another year, but cannot relieve or 
affect taxation the present year, because the tax 
levy had been fixed before the adjournm ent of the 
legislature, and it w as practically im possible to 
ch an ge it. 
W e do not think the farmers of Delaware 
asked for this sort of information. 
There are 
thousands among them who know that it is 
not agricultural truth, but an unbroken tis­ 
sue of falsehoods and misrepresentations from 
beginning to end. 
Farmers are fond of pa­ 
rading the executive of the state as a freak, 
a chance to look at and listen to whom is ex­ 
pected to swell the admission fees. 
That 
such an official is capable of standing up be­ 
fore a crowd and emitting a string of already 
demonstrated and self evident falsehoods may 
not diminish his attractiveness as a freak, but 
it lowers the dignity of the high office that he 
bolds. 
A dozen exchanges which we have 
picked up, some Republican, some Independ­ 
ent and a few Democratic, have remarked 
that Gov. Hill on such occasions “ is not ex­ 
pected to tell the truth.” 
We doubt whether 
any executive ot the slate was ever assailed 
in this way before. 
It is a burning shame to 
the Empire State that these things can be 
said of its highest official, and that his or- 


The $300,000 appropriation for an armory m 
Brooklyn, which the Governor approved un­ 
der orders from Boss McLaughlin, while ve­ 
toing small appropriations for armories in 
Republican counties, must have presented 
itself to him as a sort 
of 
Democratic 
“ emergency,” else lie 
would 
not have 
ruined 
his 
reputation 
for 
consistency 
on the armory question by signing the bill. 
The same may be said of the bill for a N or­ 
mal School at Plattsburp, which lie signed 
under orders from Smith M. Weed. 
IÍ this 
Normal School, in a remote and thinly 
settled section of the state, was a useful and 
necessary work, then the appropriations for 
five other schools, notably those .at Flushing, 
Saratoga and Whitesboro, were not extrav­ 
agances. 
These items—centennial celebra­ 
tions, armories and Norm al schools—cover 
considerably more than half the difference 
1m tween this and last year’s appropriations. 
Then there was $372,000 for work on the 
Capitol which the Governor vetoed out of 
pure spite, saying in his message that the 
sum was not large enough. 
The Normal 
schools were voted for by Democrats and lie 
publicans alike, the armories were called for 
by the Democratic Adjutant General of the 
National Guard, and the Capitol appm pria 
tion was asked for by the Democratic Cap! 
tol Commission. 
The armories and normal 
schools will be built, and the work upon the 
Capitol must be continued until completion 
Iu vetoing these the Governor has saved the 
tax-payers nothing. 
Among the Governor’s other specifications 
are “ useless investigating committees.” 
The 
Governor has reason for holding invcstigatin 
committees in abhorrence s’tuce they 
are 
responsible for the uncovering of his rela 
tions with the late aqueduct commission and 
for that letter from Mayor Hewitt which 
caused him to get down upon his knees and 
beg for its suppression. 
As for the sums ap 
preprinted for improving navigable waters 
the public who use the waters can judge 
whether it is extravagance to keep them 
open. 
All of these appropriations put to 
gether are less than the sum expended upon 
the executive mansion in order to give Mr 
Ilill a finer and more luxurious home tha 
Cleveland. Cornell, Robinson or any of his 
predecessors deemed necessary—less than the 
sum of the Assembly ceiling steal with 
which the Democratic state ticket is tainte 
from top to bottom. 
Among “ unnecessary 
public institutions ” arc classed a woman 
reform atory in New York, which was called 
for by every reputable person in that city 
without distinction of party, and additions to 
reform atory and benevolent state institutions 
already iu existence in Rochester and Buffn 
lo. 
Then there was a compulsory education 
bill which required an appropriation of $100 
000 to set it in operation. 
And lastly there 
was the Vedder liquor 
tax bill, which 
called 
for 
an appropriation of $10,000 
aud would, if the Governor had allowed 
to become a law, have put $3,000,000 in the 
state and county treasuries collected wholly 
from the liquor trade. The Governor vetoed 
tiie bill and struck out the $10,000 from the 
appropriations. Thus $10,000 was saved and 
the $3,000,000 lost. 
lie saved at the spig 
and wasted at the bung. 
In the last sentence in the extract quoted 
the Governor readies the climax of falsehood 
He says “ the tax levy had been fixed before 
the adjournm ent of the Legislature and 
was practically impossible to change it 
The tax levy was fixed after all the appro 
priations had been voted, and while the 
Governor had them before him. 
He could 
have vetoed the items in the appropriation 
bill before lie signed tlie tax levy, and this 
would liave enabled the Legislature to so re 
duce the tax-rate as to avoid the collection 
a surplus. 
If there had not been time to 
this before adjournm ent he could have called 
the Legislature into extra session with prae 
cally no expense to the state, as the members 
were all present, and their pay is fixed 


It is a mistaken notion that the new Sena­ 
tors are to hold their offices for six years 
each. 
The constitution provides that one- 
third of the Senators shall be chosen every 
second year. 
Of the present Senate of 70 
members, the terms of 25 expire in 1891, the 
rms of 25 in 1893, and the terms of 26 in 
1895. 
Therefore the eight Senators to be ad­ 
mitted from the new states must be divided 
into three classes as the constitution requires. 
Iirec will lie selected to serve for two years, 
ree for four and two for six years. 
There 
ill then lie an exactly even division, or 28 
each class. 
This duty of classification 
ill be performed in the Senate. The largest 
ate. South Dakota, will doubtless be given 
the longest terms, four and six years. 
A n­ 
other state, probably North Dakota, will 
accorded terms of two and six years, 
bile W ashington aud Montana 
will re­ 
ive term s of two and four years each. This 
makes the prizes which the Democrats claim 
to have won in Montana, and for which they 
sacrificed so much, dwindle into insignifi- 
ince, as no possible circumstances can arise 
to change the party majority in the Senate in 
the next six years.

THE BUSINESS BOOM. 


D uring the past week five cotton mills in 
the New England states that had been par­ 
tially shut down during the summer mouths 
started on full time, with every prospect of 
good business ahead. 
Instances throughout 
the country of new companies forming to 
erect new mills are not infrequent, and dur­ 
ing the past week seven cotton corporations 
commenced work in enlarging their capaci­ 
ties. 
This is also the case with nearly every 
cotton company in the South, and if the 
am ount of cotton machinery 
now being 
shipped South is an indication of the extent 
of the additions, they certainly are large. 
Among woolen mills a somewhat different 
state of affairs exists, though many large cor­ 
porations are running briskly, and in several 
instances woolen mills running on certain 
lines of goods are being enlarged. 
The knit­ 
ting and hosiery mills are doing well, aDd are 
reported as especially busy throughout New 
York and Pennsylvania. 
The shoe factories 
are doing well, many of them now having or­ 
ders booked for their full capacity through­ 
out the season. 
There are at present 1,042 
paper mills in operation against 1.011 last 
year, and about forty Dew manufactories are 
now being built. 
The glass industry is also

property kn own as the Victoria Hotel, which 
is on e of the two prin cipal head quarters of 
the En glish aristocracy when in this coun try, 
the Brevoort House bein g the other.

wealth is en ormous hod ‘ people who profess 
to kn ow ad ct-ed it 
tier 
rts the possessor 
of 
$50,000,000. 
Apart 
from

wealth 
an d of late years great 
social 
success, her ascen t, step by step, has been 
truly won d erful, un til she has reached the 
highest roun d in the social lad d er, an d to-d ay 
occupies a position in this coun try an d Europe 
sought by man y an d attain ed by few. 
Her 
on ly d aughter, Miss Min n ie Steven s, a few 
years ago married Lord Pad get, of En glan d , 
the youn ger brother of the Marquis of An - 
glesv, an d ever sin ce has resid ed in that 
coun try, where she is on e of the reign in g 
married belles in vvbatis usually termed “the 
Prin ce of Wales’ set.” Iam n ot tryin g “ to 
poin t a moral or ad orn a tale” by writin g this 
short history of such a well-kn own woman 
as Mrs. Paran Steven s, but simply to show 
that it is sometimes possible for a woman to 
raise herself from the most d ireful poverty to 
position s of d ign ity an d affluen ce.

She was the d aughter of the Hon . 
Robert J. Walker, who was Secretary of the 
Treasury un d er Presid en t Polk, an d a gran d ­ 
d aughter of Ben jamin Fran klin . 
Durin g 
her youn ger d ays, an d before her marriage, 
in the height of Presid en t Polk’s regime at 
the Capital, an d later in Philad elphia, she 
saw the social sid e of American life as few 
youn g women have had the chan ce of seein g 
it. 
Early in her social career she married a 
wealthy youn g Southern er, Ad rian Deslon d e, 
a son of a ricli Louisian a plan ter, an d brother 
of Mrs. John Slid ell, wife of the Slid ell of 
“ Mason an d Slid ell ” fame.

Several old Treasury officials to 
this d ay recall with pleasure this youthful- 
lookin g woman seated at the d esk from 9 in 
the morn in g un til 4 iu the aftern oon , toilin g 
througli the lon g weary d ay an d earn in g 
d aily bread for herself an d her little on es. 
Durin g the period she was workin g to secure 
her d ivorce from Deslon d e she met Ben jamin 
Brewster, who at that time was practicin g 
law in Philad elphia, an d was con sid ered on e 
of the risin g lights of the Pen n sylvan ia Bar. 
It is said that Gen eral Brewster obtain ed her 
d ivorce for her an d lost his heart with his 
fair clien t who thereupon gave up her clerk­ 
ship in the Treasury Departmen t an d became 
Mrs. Ben jamin Brewster, sharin g with her 
talen ted an d illustrious secon d husban d all of 
his joys an d sorrows.

"O u tls” writes to TnE F reeman 
New-York City as follows: 
Did it ever occur to my readers of The 


F r e e m a n to pause and ponder for a moment 
over tile *1p* and down* of the lives of some of 
the well-known women in this cliv Metropo­ 
lis ? My attention was particularly called to 
this subject a few days ago when I learned 
that the fashionable Mrs. Paran Stevens.who 
Is so well known in New-York’*' exclusive 
sot of "Four Hundred,” was at one period of 
lier early life a waitress in a Lowell [Massa­ 
chusetts] restaurant, and that ber husband 
began life as a stable boy. The women of 
America who have sprung from obscurity to 
wealth in a few short years would make a 
very creditable list, and I am inclined to 
place Mrs. Stevens al the bead of it. 
Inde­ 
pendent of social position, she ranks with the 
richest women in this country and counts 
among lier real estate that valuable piece of 
property known as the Victoria Hotel, which 
is one of the two principal headquarters of 
the English aristocracy when iu this country, 
the Brcvoort House being the other. 
Her 
wealth is enormous hod ‘ people who profess 
lo know ndrFeolt 
tier 
rts Hie possessor 
of 
$50,000,000. 
Apart 
from 
large 
wealth and of late years great 
social 
success, ber ascent, step by step, lins been 
truly wonderful, until she has reached the 
highest round in Hie social ladder, and to-day 
occupies a position in this country and Europe 
sought by ninny and Attained by few. 
Her 
only daughter, Miss Minnie Stevens, a few 
years ago married Lord Padget, of England, 
the younger brother of the Marquis of An- 
glcsy, aud ever since has resided in that 
country, where she is one of the reigning 
married belles in what is usually termed "Hie 
Prince of Wales’ set.” I am not trying "to 
point a moral or adorn a tale” by writing this 
short history of such a well known woman 
as Mrs. Paran Stevens, but simply to show 
that it is sometimes possible for a woman to 
raise herself from the most direful poverty to 
positions of dignity and affluence. 
The wife of the late Benjamin Brewster, 
President Arthur’s Attorney General, fur­ 
nishes another conspicuous example of the 
rise of an American woman. 
The case of 
Mrs. Brewster, in one important res|xct, is 
quite different from that of Mrs. Stevens. 
I 
refer to the fact that Mrs. Brewster is in every 
sense a gentlewoman, "to the mariner Irnrn,” 
but In curly life liecame reduced iii circum­ 
stances. 
She was the daughter of the Hon. 
Robert J. Walker, who was Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Polk, and a grand­ 
daughter of Benjamin Franklin. 
During 
lier younger day*, and liefore her marriage, 
in the height of President Polk’s regime at 
the Capital, and later in Philadelphia, she 
saw the social side of American 'life as few- 
young women have had the chance of seeing 
it. 
Early in lier social career she married a 
wealthy young Southerner, Adrian Deslonde, 
a son of a rich Louisiana planter, and brother 
of Mrs. John Slidell, wife of the Slidell of 
" Mason and Slidell ’’ fame. 
During the late 
civil war the metnliere of the Dcslonde fam­ 
ily warmly espoused the cause of the South, 
and at its close their fortune hnd entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
The old saying that "misfortunes 
never come singly ” proved true also in this 
instance. 
A few years later Mrg. Dcslonde, 
net Walker, obtained a divorce from her hus­ 
band, and sought refuge iii lier Northern 
borne. 
In the meanwhile the Walker family 
had lieertnu: widely scattered, and Mrs. Des- 
londe with lier two young children went to 
Washington 
to 
live, 
where 
she was 
successful 
In 
obtaining 
a 
position 
under the Government, becoming what ha* 
hoen termed in later years a "Treasury 
Countess.” Several old Treasury official* to 
this day recall with pleasure this youthful- 
looking woman seated at the desk from 9 in 
the morning until 4 in the afternoon, toiling 
through the long weary day and earning 
dally bread for herself and her little one*. 
During the period she wa* working to secure 
her divorce from Deslonde she met Benjamin 
Brewster, who ut that time was practicing 
law in Philadelphia, and wa* considered one 
of Hie rising light# of the Pennsylvania Bar. 
It is said that General Brewster obtained her 
divorce for lier and lost his heart with his 
fair client who thereupon gave up her clerk 
ship in the Treasury Department and became 
Mrs. Benjamin Brewster, sharing with ber 
talented and illustrious second husband all of 
bis joy* and sorrows. 
Of the latter we all 
know he bad more than his full share, but lie 
bore Hie cross of personal affliction with he­ 
roic fortitude and strength, always presenting 
to the outside world that bon burnie which is 
so 
difficult 
to 
assume. 
During 
the 
four 
years 
that 
Brewster 
was 
iii 
President Arthur’s Cabinet Mrs. Brewster 
did the honors of the Attorney-General’* 
home with becoming dignity and grace, and 
from lier calm exterior and gentle mariner It 
would have lieeo difficult for one familiar 
with lier history to realize what an eventful 
life liers had been. 
Both of her children 
very soon after lier marriage took the name 
of Brewster, and in duecouraeof time a little 
boy came to bk-** the union and, let us bojie, 
lo pass down to posterity the ability of the 
man w ho, in spite of Hie greatest discourage 
merit#, rote, not only to the leadership of the 
Philadelphia Bar, but also to the very top 
round of hi* profession in this country. 
Many persons w ill distinctly remember 
large and fashionable wedding that took place 
at one of the prominent churches in the Dis 
trict of Columbia during Arthur’s administra­ 
tion. 
The bride was Miss Brewster—as she 
was called—Mrs. Brewster’* daughter bv her 
former husband—and General Brewster gave 
the band of the young woman in marriage. 
The newspapers devoted columns to this 
event, 
giviug 
graphic 
descriptions 
of 
the 
wedding, 
and 
guests 
from 
far 
and 
near. 
including the 
President and 
Cabinet, 
attended 
the 
marriage 
feast 
of "General Brewster’# daughter,” and now 
for the pathetic part of my story. 
During 
these day* of festivites and rafrtli Adrian 
Deslonde, the true father of Hie young girl, 
lay dying way down in Louisiana, in Hie 
direst poverty and blwWirfty, an outcast in 
every sense of the word, hi* own daughter 
denying him, and bi* friends, who were 
many io more prosperous days, having one 
by one deserted him and forgotten his very 
existence 
Can tnv readers imagine a greater 
contrast of scene than is here presented be­ 
tween father and daughter, or a picture of 
greater pathos to awaken their 
liveliest 
sympathy. 
Truly " the way of the trans­ 
gressor is hard.” 
A short time ago I learned some interest­ 
ing facts connected with the origin and 
author of a hymn probably known to almost 
every child from the cradle, and sung in 
every clime. 
" There is a Happy Land, Far, 
Far Away.” How many of the myriads who 
have sung it know anything about its author 
or the circumstances attending its composi­ 
tion.

Its author still lives at the advanced age of 
four-score years, and retains all of his mental 
faculties aud sympathy for the young.

Mr. Young, casually hearing it played In a 
drawing-room, was struck by its melody, 
which haunted him for days. 
He asked to 
have ii repeated again and again, and having 
a strong tulent for rhyming, the words 
seemed to come to him one day in the most 
natural way and were at once set to music. 
It finally got into print, but the author of 
this popular hymn, which for so long ba* 
been loved and sung throughout the length 
and breadth of the Christian world, is practi­ 
cally unknown, and therefore cannot, or doe* 
not, receive the amount of praise aD d appro 
elation which is justly his due.

Did it ever occur to my readers of T h e 
F r e e m a n to pause and ponder for a moment 
over die dps and downs of the lives of some of 
tbe well-known women in this gtty Metropo­ 
lis ? My attention was particularly called to 
this subject a few days ago when I learned 
that the fashionable Mrs. Paran Stevens,who 
is so well known in New-York’s- exclusive 
set of “ Four H undred,” was at one period of 
her early life a waitress in a Lowell [Massa 
chuseits] restaurant, and that her husband 
began life as a stable boy. 
The women of 
America who have sprung from obscurity to 
wealth in a few short years would tflrtke ft 
very creditable list, and I am inclined to 
place Mrs. Stevens at the bead of it. 
Inde­ 
pendent of social position, she ranks with the 
richest women in this country and counts 
among her real estate that valuable piece o f' 
property known as the Victoria riotel, which 
is ODe of the two principal headquarters of 
the English aristocracy when in this country, 
the Brevoort House being the other. 
Her 
wealth is enoriuous hbfl * people who profess 
to know ntktedit 
her 
its the possessor 
of 
$50,000;000. 
Apart 
from 
large 
wealth 
and 
of 
late years great 
social 
success, her ascent, step by step, has been 
truly wonderful, until she has reached the 
highest round in the social ladder, and to-day 
occupies a position in this country and Europe 
sought by many and attained by few. 
Her 
only daughter, Miss Minnie Stevens, a few 
years ago m arried Lord Padget, of England, 
the younger brother of the Marquis of An- 
glesv, aud ever siuce has resided in that 
country, where she is one of the reigning 
married belles in what is usually termed “ the 
Prince of Wales’ set.” 
I am not trying “ to 
point a moral or adorn a tale” by writing this 
short history of such a well-known woman 
as Mrs. Paran Stevens, but simply to show 
that it is sometimes possible for a woman to 
raise herself from the most direful poverty to 
positions of dignity and affluence. 
The wife of the late Benjamin Brewster, 
President A rthur’s Attorney General, fur­ 
nishes another conspicuous example of the 
rise of an American woman. 
The case of 
Mrs. Brewster, in due important respect, 
quite different from that of Mrs. Stevens. 
I 
refer to the fact that Mrs. Brewster is in every 
sense a gentlewoman, “ to the manner born,” 
hut in early life became reduced in circum ­ 
stances. 
She was tbe daughter of the Hon. 
Robert J. W alker, who was Secretary of the 
Treasury under President Polk, and a grand­ 
daughter of 
Benjamin Franklin. 
During 
her younger days, and before her marriage, 
in the height of President Polk’s regime at 
the Capital, aud later in Philadelphia, she 
saw the social side of American fife as few 
young women have had the chance of seein 
it. 
E arly in her social career she m arried a 
wealthy young Southerner, Adrian Deslonde, 
a son of a rich Louisiaua planter, and brother 
of Mrs. John Slidell, wife of the Slidell of 
Mason and Slidell ” fame. 
During the late 
civil war the members of the Deslonde fam ­ 
ily warm ly espoused the cause of the South, 
and at its close their fortune had entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
The old saying that “ misfortunes 
never come siDgly ” proved true also in this 
instance. 
A few years later Mrs. Deslonde, 
nee W alker, obtained a divorce from her hus­ 
band, and sought refuge in her Northern 
home. 
Iii the meanwhile the W alker family 
had becóme widely scattered, and Mrs. Des­ 
londe with her two young children w ent to 
W ashington 
to 
live, 
where 
she 
was 
successful 
in 
obtaining 
a 
position 
under the Government, becoming wbut has 
been termed in later years a “ Treasury 
Countess.” 
Several old Treasury officials to 
this day recall with pleasure this youthful- 
looking woman seated at the desk from 9 in 
the m orning until 4 iu the afternoon, toiling 
through the long weary day and earning 
daily bread for herself aud her little ones. 
During the period she was working to secure 
her divorce from Deslonde she m et Benjamin 
Brewster, who at that time was practicing 
law iu Philadelphia, and was considered one 
of llie rising lights of the Pennsylvania Bar. 
It is said that General Brewster obtained her 
divorce for her and lost his heart with his 
fair client who thereupon gave up her clerk1 
ship in the Treasury Department and became 
Mrs. Benjamin Brewster, sharing with her 
talented and illustrious second husband all of 
his joys and sorrows. 
Of the latter we all 
know he had more than his full share, but lie 
bore the cross of personal affliction w ith he­ 
roic fortitude and strength, always presenting 
to the outside world that bon bomie which is 
so 
difficult 
to 
assume. 
D uring 
the 
four 
years 
that 
Brewster 
was 
President A rthur’s Cabinet Mrs. Brewster 
did the honors of the Attorney-General s 
home with becoming dignity and grace, and 
from her calm exterior and gentle manner it 
would have been difficult for one familiar 
with her history to realize what an eventful 
life hers had been. 
Both of her children 
very soon after her marriage took the name 
of Brewster, and in due course of time a little 
hoy came to bless the union and, let us ho|ie, 
to pass down to posterity the ability of the 
man who, in spite of the greatest discourage 
ments, rose, not only to the leadership of the 
Philadelphia Bar, hut also to the very top 
round of his profession in this country. 
Many persons will distinctly remember a 
large and fashionable wedding that took place 
at one of the piominent churches in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia during A rthur’s administra­ 
tion. 
The bride w as Miss Brewster—as she 
was called—Mrs. Brewster’s daughter by her 
former husband—and General Brewster gave 
the hand of the young woman in marriage. 
The newspapers devoted columns to this 
event, 
giving 
graphic 
descriptions 
of 
the 
wedding, 
and 
guests 
from 
far 
and 
near, 
including the 
President and 
Cabinet, 
attended 
the 
m arriage 
feast 
of “ General Brewster’s daughter,” and now 
for the pathetic part of my story. 
During 
these days of festivites and m irth Adrian 
Deslonde, the true father of the young eirl, 
lay dying way down in Louisiana, in the 
direst poverty and óbstüVíty, 'aid outcast in 
every sense of the word, his own daughter 
denying him, and his friends, who were 
many in more prosperous days, having one 
by one deserted him and forgotten his very 
existence. 
Can mv readers imagine a greater 
contrast of scene than is here presented be­ 
tween father and daughter, or a picture of 
greater pathos to awaken their 
liveliest 
sympathy. 
Truly ” the way of the trans­ 
gressor is hard.” 
A short time ago I learned some interest­ 
ing facts connected with the origin and 
author of a hymn probably known to almost 
every child from the cradle, and sung in 
every clime. 
“ There is a Happy Land, Far, 
Far A w ay.” 
How many of the myriads who 
have sung it know anything about its author 
or the circumstances attending its composi­ 
tion. 
It 
was 
composed 
in 
1858 
by 
Andrew 
Young, 
and 
has 
been 
trans­ 
lated 
into 
19 
different 
languages. 
Its author still lives at the advanced age of 
four-score years, and retains all of his mental 
faculties and sympathy for the young. 
The 
tune was originally ad old Indian air, and 
Mr. Young, casually hearing it played in a 
drawing-room, was struck by its” melody, 
which haunted him for days. 
He asked to 
have i» repented again and again, and having 
a strong talent for rhyming, 
the words 
seemed to come to him one day in the most 
natural way and were at once set to music. 
It finally got into print, but the author of 
this popular hvmn, which for so long has 
been loved and sung throughout the length 
and breadth of the Christian world, is practi­ 
cally unknown, and therefore cannot, or does 
not, receive the amount of praise and appre­ 
ciation which is justly his due.
